It does appear strange that Dr Ayres und 
Mr Price should,all at once figure before 
tho public in documents, ua the opponenta 
of sanitary reform, ‘whin, not so vory 
long sincs the public knew that theso 
hard-working vllicialy weré arréyed on 
that side, aud H.£, the Governor was 
posing as tho protector of the bad 
ventilation of the Chinese, Whether or 
not it oan be established that the 
Surveyor General has been the “boad 
and front of tho offending’ ag to delays 
in public -works, there is no manner of 
doubt fig the. public. mind that, tho Go. 
vernor mustsfill beat the larger share of 
that blamo, ‘It is even rumoured that 
the treatment, which Mr Price has 
continuously received since his querrol 
cutive has 
seriously interfered with the work of 
the Department; and that the Colony 
ie thus likely to Jogo tho services of Mr 
Price ina very short time, Aa for the 
caso againet Dr Ayres, it is quite clear to 
our mind that the whule of the facts are 
not before the public, and wo therefore 
docline to enter upon it until they are 
published. 

The remarks of the Governor concern- 
ing the accumulating surpluses im the 
rovenue are ingenivus, is most of his 
financing and fencing generally is, Had 
Governor Hennessy been here fox the 
good of tho Colony, however, instead of 
to govern the Island in accordance with 
acertain mix tureof quixoticand Downing- 
Strectideas, he never would bave de‘irerp!

latge surplus is certainly in hand in the 
form of the Special Fund, Sir ‘Joho 
Hennessy has given his ready. acquies- 
cence to a large payment for the defence 
of the Island, and coolly speaks of ‘one 
or two. more ships of the game class” as

Sixty-seven Rosslan immigrants, some 
survivors of a party of 330 which left 
Russia in 1877 for Brezil, have arrived at 
New York, sick and destitute. They 
found the South American clima'e unsuited 
to them, and after losing nearly all their 
fonds, decided to leave the country where 
they had experienced so many hardships. 

La France published a telegram from 
Tunis announcing that the Italian Consul 
there persisted in his representation to 
the Key, with a view of preventing the 
completion of certain branch Hnes of the 
Kova-Gaelma Railway. The French Con- 
sul bas commanicated with his Govern- 
ment on the aubject, and the diffloulty 
causes considerable excitement in Tunis. 

Fienns, Ang. 18.—General Proochazka 
and his agent wore charged with obtain- 
ing 12),000 francs and tie promise of 
58,000 more from Paris speculatora by 
means of a forged conceasion for a casino 
gaming table from the Republic of San 
Merino, General Procbazka obtained a 
concession from the Chief of Police of 
San Marino, which was absolutely worth- 
leas; but in October ho submitted to four 
Parisian fioacciers a concession purporting 
to be aigned by two Socretariea of State, 
for which the financiers gave him the sam 
of 226,000 francs, on acovunt of which 
sum he gave the Chief of Police 50,000 
and 20,000 to his agent, and tried to get 
a bill for 280,000 francs discounted ; but 
before the money was paid the concession 
was discovered to be a forgery by the Chief 
of Police, and General Prootazka was 
charged with being accessory thereto. On 
boing interrogated, he maintained that the 
Chief of: Police, who had absconded to 
escape prosecution, had imposed upon bim, 
He acknowledged his financial troublos, 
aod that tho ersction of » gaming table was 
not an act of bigh morality on the part ofa 
retired soldier and the bearer of several de- 
corations, who had served creditably in 
campaigns from 1849 to 1866; but he re 
presonted himself as the dupe of the Chief 
of Police.

THE LOSS OF THE §, 8.

Captain J. L, Clark, lately of the 
S. 8. Jeddah, has furnished the Séraits 
Times with the following statement, 
signed by him, of the particulars of the 
abandonment. of that vessel :—
